Truman Will Stand By 
Brannaa Farm Program

"WASHINGTON, Oct. 21—President Truman 


hasnt given up on the Brannan farm program, 
despite the gicking-around it received from 
Congress. It will definitely be the farm plank 
of the Democratic party's 1950 campaign, Tru- 
man recently assured National Farmers Union 
boss Jim Patton. 


"The curreRt battle over farm legislation has 


had at least one good effect," the president told 
Patton. "It has served to smoke the boys out 
into the open. We know how they all stand, 
including some we expected to support us." 


The president named no names, but obviously 


referred to Senator Clint Anderson of New 
Mexico and Senate Majority leader Scott Lucas 
of Illinois. The latter, though keeping out of 
the headlines, helped to lead the fight against 
the Brannan income-subsidy program in the 
Senate^ 


"I think it's time we took the whole Fair 


Deal program once more to the people — not 
only the Brannan farm program and the nom- 
ination of federal power commissioner Leland 
Olds, but everything else Congress has scut- 
tled," advised Patton. 
"After all, it's the peo- 


ple themselves who have been victimized by 
this skullduggery." 


Truman agreed. 
"The combination thai; fought the Olds nom- 


ination was about the toughest lobby I've ever 
seen," he remarked. "You're absolutely right. 
"We've got to take it on and I have every in- 
tention of doing so." 


Canadian Gouge 
"While prices of most British and Canadian, 


goods have com* down as a result of the 
pound's devaluation, the Canadian newsprint 
companies which usually operate as a cabal, 
have flatly decided not to reduoe prices to 
American newspapers. 


Tha means that the highest newsprint oon- 


tract prices in history will oontinua. 


It also means that the profits of Canadian 


newsprint companies will continue at their 
highest peak, while American newspaper pro- 
fits are off considerably. 
Betweea 1945 and 


1948 for instance, Canadian newsprint prices 
loomed from $58.50 a ton te $100 per ton, with 
profits almost trebling. 


Profits of such big companies as Abitibi shot 


from $10,101,512 in 1945 to 525,237,584 in 1948, 
while Consolidated's profits increased from 
$10,539,451 to $25,118,345. 


Meanwhile the operating profits of a typical 


cross section of American newspapers dropped 
54 per cent. 


Th« interesting fact is that when the shoe 


was on the other foot, the Canadians immedi- 
ately put it on. In 1946 when the American 
dollar was pegged at $1.10 as against $1.00 for 
the Canadian dollar, the same newsprint com- 
panies jumped their prices by exactly ten per 
cent. 
But now that the8 exchange has been 


reversed, they refuse to drop their prices pro- 
portionately. 


Note — Of course it was the newspapers 


which yelled loudest for the end of Chester 
Bowies' OPA and the price controls which kept 
newsprint at its low 1945 price. However, it's 
the small papers representing the backbone of 
a free press which get hit hardest in the pre- 
sent price gouge.

Moscow Wants Showdown — Intelligence re- 


ports from the Balkans indicate that Russia 
plans to infiltrate Bulgarian, Hungarian and 
Rumanian troops into Yugoslavia to start a 
revolution against Tito.

All 
three companies had pension plans before the 
strike, and at a recent secret meeting in New 
York, Bethlehem, Jones-Laughlin and Inland 
all pressured U. S. Steel to yield.

Voorhees, who really runs U. S. Steel, wouldn't 
budge. 


Merry-Go-Round 
The visit of India's prime minister Jawaharlal 


Nehru to Washington will help the state de- 
partment decide whether or not the USA re- 
cognizes Communist China. Nehru is considered 
the wisest top official in the Far East, with the 
exception of Australia's Herbert Evatt. . . . The 
American embassy has cabled the state depart- 
ment that flying discs have now been seen in 
the sky over Rumania. It is not known whe- 
ther they are secret Russian rockets or just 
someone's imagination.

Housewives Are Guilty in Part 
For Higher Retail Food Costs

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 — Congress is in- 


vestigating the possibility that retail food prices 
are not coming down as fast as farm prices 
because American housewives are getting lazy. 


Evidence that this is true has already been 


laid before the Senate agriculture subcommittee 
on utilization of farm crops, headed by Senator 
Guy M. Gillette (D-Iowa). Gillette's group is 
going into the whole question of why the cost 
of getting food from the farmer to the con- 
sumer seems to have increased out of proportion 
to farm prices and the general price rise since 
the war. 


When the investigation was started last sum- 


mer the committee expected to find increased 
inefficiency in the food distribution system and 
possibly exorbitant profits being taken by the 
food middlemen. 
They have found some evi- 


dence of both these things. But they have also 
discovered that U. S. housewives must share 
some guilt for keeping food prices up. 


What it amounts to, the modern woman is 


demanding food from the grocery store which 
is all ready to throw into the pot or frying pan, 
with an absolute minimum of working on by 
her. 
She wants more canned goods and ready 


prepared foods. She wants her fresh vegetables 
already trimmed, washed and sorted before they 
are even put on the grocery counter. The fro- 
zen food busniess, where the meal is dumped 
from package to pan, is booming. 


Cutting; All Corners 
She wants food put up in smaller packages, 


to serve two or toree persons, so she doesn't 
have to bother to measure or save what's left. 
She wants processed foods and bread with a lot 
oi built-in vitamins, so she doesn't have to wor- 
ry about balanced diets. She wants only the 
choice outs of meat, already trimmed and pre- 
pared by the butcher, so she doesn't have to 
improvise cooking methods and seasoning to 
improve flavor. She wants "instant" coffee and 
instant" potatoes which require the minimum 
cooking skill of boiling water. 


Since the war the food industry has had to 


cater to this changing demand. Food processors 
have told Gillette's group that these new fan- 
gled services don't come for free. 


It costs money to put extra vitamins in bread. 


Putting up foods in smaller cartons means extra 
cardboard, paper and cellophane. Canning foods 
requires several cooking processes in a factory, 
plus the cost of the tin or glass containers! 
Freezing and distributing frozen food is ex- 
tremely expensive. 
The housewife thinks that 


- she is getting more for her money by having 


all bone and fat cut off har meat. 
But she 


is losing soup stock and frying fat and ends up 
paying more because the butcher had to work 
on the meat longer. 


Good Illustration 
The high cost of milk if another example 


cited by Senator Gillette. More and more house- 
wives are demanding that it be delivered to the 
door. If they bought it at the grocery store it 
would be as much as two cents a quart cheaper, 
he reveals. That's about a 10 per cent saving! 
A Chicago attorney wrote Gillette saying that 
some milk routemen were making $10,000 a 
year. 


The housewife pays for this salary, as well 


a* all of the other food services which she is 
now requiring. 


The loAg-time statistics of the department of 


agriculture prove that the increased demand for 
processed food is a very recent trend. For the 
last 20 years the farmer and the food middle- 
men—the grocers, canners, packer*, wholesalers 
and distributors—have been taking about a 50- 
50 cut of the retail food dollar with the farmer. 
Just recently, however, Gillette's committee has 
discovered that something radical is happening 
to this divvy. Farmers' prices are going down. 
But retail food prices are staying about the 
same, and in some cases going up. 


Just exactly how big a factor the housewife's 


laziness is in this phenomena is what Senator 
Gillette is determined to find out. The hand- 
some, gracious senator is far too much of a 
gentleman to come right out and say that the 
American housewife is getting lazy. 
But he 


says that he wants her to be sure she knows 
exactly what her new freedom from the kitchen 
is costing.

•> The Doctor Says 
Some People Seem to Have 
Troubles Related to Weather

Many people notice that there 


are changes in tha way they fee 
when the weather turns stormy 
and damp, hot and muggy, or 
clear and cool. A few have pains 
in their muscles or joints at times 
and claim that they can tell when 
a storm is coming. 
More sus- 


ceptibility to colds or other infec- 
tions in bad weather is a common 
complaint. 


Extensiv« studies have been 


made on the relaticn between cer- 
tain diseases and changes in the 
weather. 
Most human infections, 


particularly those of the breathing 
system and rheumatic types, seem 
to b« much worse in the periods 
of heavy storms during winter 
and fall and they are least com- 
mon in midsummer warmth. 


In addition to the immediate 


effect of stormy weather, some 
differences have 
been 
reported 


between, one climate and another 
so far as several diseases are con- 
cerned. 
This may be connected 


with the difference in storminess 
or variation* in temperature and 
barometric pressure between one 
region and another1. Some of those 
who 
have studied the question 


have even gone so far as to say 
that almost all diseases are greatly 
affected by these differences. 
For Better Breathing 
People with chronic infections 


of their breathing apparatus or 
those who are unusually suscepti- 
ble to acute infections do seem to 
do better in the southwestern part 
of the United States, where major 
storm changes occur far less fre- 
quently than in most other parts 
of the country. The benefit which 
they can obtain is probably great- 
est in the winter and spring when 
storm conditions are at their worst 
in the northern and eastern sec- 
tions of the country. 


Not all doctors are agreed on 


the direct relation of climate o_r 
weather to health and infection, 
but there does seem to be a rela- 
tion at least in some people.

—(/P)—Secretary of Defense

Expense Tax Free 
But the Senatorial salary is 


only the down payment. The real 
cost is in the fine print. Take the 
case of Senator X: 


In addition to his salary, he 


gets anotlier $2,500 a year for 
expenses. This expense money is 
tax free. He need make no ac- 
counting of how he spends it. 


The Senator comes from a state 


with a population of less than 
3,000,000. That means 
he can 


draw $35,400 a year for his office 
help. Each Senator is entitled to 
at least six office workers, an 
$8,400-year-administrative assist- 
ant, and an additional $6,720-a- 
year aide. 


In addition to salary, expense 


money, free office*rent, and office 
help, Senator X gets $105 worth 
of free stamps ' each year. This 
is outside his free mail privileges. 


He also gets $400 a year for 


stationery He can have 250 min- 
utes of long distance- telephone: 
calls for free—or 50 calls. And he 
receives a payment of 20 cents a 
mile for travel pay at each session 
of Congress—the amount based 
on the distance from Washington 
to his home town. 


A Senator from a 3,000,000- 


5,000,000 size state gets $36,900 
a year for his office expenses; the 
5,000,000-10,000,000 size gets $42,- 
420; and the 10,000,000 New York 
state draws $43,920.

Prophets Were Realistic Idealists 


By William E. Gilroy, D. D. 
The prophets of Israel were 


both realists and idealists. 


They were realists in the fae 


that they lived intensely in their 
immediate environment and in 
their 'world. 
They were saintly 


men and women but they were 
not hermit saints, who had with- 
drawn from life. They knew the 
life around about them. 
They 


saw clearly the evil in those who 
had refused to recognize God's 
call and God's way. They per- 
ceived clearly the social injustices 
and oppressions, of the 
strong 


against the weak and of the un- 
just agaihst the worthy _and the 
innocent. 
And they saw how 


the mass of evil in individual liv- 
ing corrupted and perverted the 
soul of the nation. 


Their indictment was detailed 


and specific and they did not 
hesitate to denounce evil in high 
places as well as in low. Their 
loyalty to their God was above 
their loyalty to the state, or its 
king. 
In that ancient day they 


were in the spirit and courage of 
that Scottish saint, who plucked 
his sovereign by the sleeve and 
called him "God's sillie vassal." 


It is this realism that is the 


marvel of the Hebrew prophecies 
as it is of the Bible as a whole. 
But the prophets were idealists 
as well. 
Over against the evil 


that they saw in individuals and 
in the nation they portrayed the 
realities of the 
good life, 
the 


soundness of personal righteous- 
ness and trust in God. Such trust 
is revealed in the 46th Psalm. 
They saw the vision of a com-, 
mowealth established in a people 
accepting God's choice and God's 


They taught of relation- 
between 
men 
bound in 


Two thieves hung upon their crosses beside 


the naked and bleeding Christ. They groaned and 
writhed in the torment of crucifixion. They 
cursed; they blasphemed. But their Companion, 
who had endured even crueler treatment, hung 
silent and uncomplaining between them. 


When the Nazarene did speak, His first 


Word was an amazing prayer for the forgiveness 
of His enemies. Dismas heard the Word and cursed 
no more. Instead, he turned to salute the dying 
Christ with a prayer of perfect faith: "Lord, re- 
member me when Thou shalt come into Thy king- 
dom." 
Then Christ spoke His second Word: "This 


day thou shalt be with Me in paradise." 


It was the patience of Christ that had 


melted the heart of Dismas and filled it with an 
overflowing of love and faith. Even the Roman 
soldier assigned to the job of nailing the victim 
to the cross had been touched by the strange and 
gentle patience with which he bore the awful pain 
of impailment. 
/ 


Who can imagine the three-hour agony of 


Christ upon the cross? Or who can evaluate the 
tenderness of love which caused Him to accept 
the agony and the infamous death as the price of 
man's redemption? We know that every drop of 
Christ's blood was a willing atonement for sin, 
past, present, and to come. We are nevertheless 
overwhelmed by His stupendous patience. For 
was He not God, and had He not been mocked and 
spat upon by base creatures whose lives, He could 
have ended by His mere willing? 


The patience of Christ is the most terrible 


reproach the souls of sinners can know. It' won 
Dismas for heaven at the eleventh hour. It is 
something forever seeking to strip away the crust 
of sin that covers the souls of other sinners who 
have rejected virtue and goodness as Dismas did. 
It is a cry inside every soul that has become lost 
and craves, perhaps without knowing, to find the 
life of peace again. 


For all sinners, Christ still waits' with His 


ineffable patience. The prayer of faith will save 
them. But they must not wait too long. There was 
one with Dismas who saw the mystery of Love un- 
conquered by death, and yet preserved in evil 
and was not redeemed.

mercy and justice and of a social 
life strong in its integrity. 


There was realism and idealism, 


too, 
as the prophets looked out 


upon the surrounding 
nations, 


ever threatening the morals and 
the spiritual integri'ty of Israel 
with their paganism and ever a 
physical 
threat 
as well, from 


their contending and invading ar- 
mies. 


In this tense situation they saw 


trust in God and devotion to God 
as the great hope of the Hebrew 
people's strength and safety. They 
saw this threat and its empend- 
ing doom as a judgment upon the 
nation for its sins, even if the 
mediators of this judgment were 
themselves pagan and evil. But 
over against that world of threat 
and strife they pictured a right- 
eous and ideal Israel, leading the 
nations into ways of peace. 


How much of this vision and 


ideal 6f the prophets was real- 
ized? 
We know how Israel fail- 


ed, and came down in disaster 
and exile—the disaster that swept 
away the Northern Kingdom of 
.he Ten Tribes and the exile of 
the people of the Southern King- 
dom. It is a story of moral down- 
fall and judgment. 


What we do not, perhaps, so 


clearly apprehend is the non re- 
alization of the dream of peace 
and righteousness for the nations. 
Perhaps the clearest and most 
definite expression of that dream 
of peace is in Isaiah 19:23-25. 
But where is there evidence of 
that happy issue for Egypt and 
Assyria, through the mediation of 
a peaceful Israel? 
We read the 


llorious vision of peace in Isaiah 
35 with the realization that it is 
a dream yet unfulfilled. 


But the fact that the goal is 


•et unattained does not make it 
ess great or desirable. 
Neither 


does it detract from the greatness 
and glory of those prophets who 
n limes of violence never lost 
aith in God, or hope for human- 
ty.

this year for restoration and de- 
velopment of wildlife resources. 


This is $867,223 less than was 


made available last year. 


Secretary of the Interior Krug 


said yesterday the sum was cre- 
dited to federal aid to wildlife 
restoration fund during 1948-49 
fis9al year and will be distributed 
in the current fiscal period end- 
ing next June 30. 
From Federal Excise Tax 
The money derived from the 


11 per cent federal excise tax on 
the manufacture of sporting arms 
and ammunition. Up with the last 
two years. Congress had appro- 
priated sums less than the amount 
collected from the excise tax. 


The states, in order to obtain 


the federal funds, must contribute 
25 per cent of the cost of the 
projects in their areas. 


On this basis, the total amount 


available for federal-aid wildlife 
work will be $13,217,863. 


State approtionments are based 


half upon area and half upon the 
number of paid license holders 
in the state. No state may receive 
more than 5 per cent of the total, 
nor less than one-half- of 1 per 
cent.

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 21—(£>)— 


A device for detecting brain in- 
juries to boxers 
and i educing 


prize ring deaths has been de- 
veloped by a Los Angeles brain 
specialist. 


It is an electro-encephalograph 


which counts the tiny electric im- 
pulses of the brain. A normal 
brain produces these impulses in 
cycles of 10 a second but an in- 
jured brain, only five or six a 
second, says Dr. Hendiickus Sja- 
ardema of Queen of Angels hos- 
pital.

Governor Smith Says 
If Collier's Slory Is 
Like Post's 4It Stinks' 


KANSAS CITY, Oct. 21—(£>)— 


Kansas City and Missouri are a 
battleground to test whether the 
underworld can dominate a great 
city and a rich state, says Col- 
lier's magazine. 


In the article in the current is- 


sue, writer Leslie Velie tells of 
the political rise of Charles Bin- 
aggio, how he has taken over the 
reins of the once powerful politi- 
cal machine dominated by the late 
Democratic boss, Tom Pendergast. 


James Pendergast, nephew of 


the late boss, still holds the rem- 
nants of his uncle's once powerful 
organization which lists President 
Truman and Democratic National 
Chairman William M. (Bill) Boyle 
Jr., among its members. But in 
the struggle lor control Binaggio's 
forces have taken over a large 
block 
of the north side votes 


which were the deciding factor 
in Jackson county elections. 


"So powerful has Binaggio be- 


come," Velie writes, "that already, 
within a year of his rise, Demo- 
cratic aspirants have little chance 
to win an election without his 
approval. He is so powerful that 
an officer of his choosing controls 
the city ana county taxing powers. 
His influence is so great that the 
Kansas Ci'y police department 
trembles at what he may do, x x.' 


Binaggio, one of more than 


100 persons summoned to appear 
before a federal grand jury now 
investigating gambling activities 
here, could not be reached for 
comment. At the First District 
Democratic club it was said he 
would not be in today. 


Velie 
recounts 
how

faction leaders in the 
onetime 


Pendergast organization began de- 
serting to Binaggio in a test for 
power before the primary elec- 
tion in 1948. 


"Mayor Roger Sermon, of Presi- 


dent 
Truman's 
Independence, 


Missouri, went along too," says 
the article. "Of the shift to Bin- 
aggio, which Mayor Sermon knew 
must distress his friend, the Presi- 
dent, Mayor Sermon told this 
writer: 'I've got to ally myself 
with the strongest Kansas City 
political power or get no recogni- 
tion at all. And I've made my 
deal with Binaggio.'" 


Mayor Sermon today told 'the 


Asosciated Press he had "no com- 
ment to make." 


But in Washington, Velie says, 


Binaggio did not fare so well. 


"Binaggio went to Washington 


in the hope of seeing the Presi- 
dent and acquiring recognition 
and respectability," the article 
says. "But to him the President 
wasn't in." 


In Jefferson City Qov. Forrest 


Smith said he had not read the 
article and did not know whether 
the Kansas City police department 
trembles at Binaggio's power. He 
appoints the police boards which 
control the Kansas City, St. Louis 
and St. Joseph departments. 


The governor said if the Col- 


lier's article if anything like a 
recent article on Missouri politics 
in the Saturday Evening Post "it 
is so old it's dead—it stinks." He 
called the Post story just a rehash.
